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Hearing  tests  set 
for  all  students 
by  Health  Service 

A hearing  survey  which  wilt 
cover  every  BYU  student  began 
this  week  with  the  testing  of 
spet^ch  department  enrollees.  It  Is 
announced  by  Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe, 
department  head. 

Now  under  way  is  a process  of 
screening  of  students  with  hearing 
defects  being  conducted  by  the 
Speech  Clinic,  directed  by  J.  Lorin 
Jex.  Tests  are  being  made  in  co- 
operation with  the  Student  Health 
Service,  under  Dr.  Seth  Smoot, 
University  physician. 

Screening  is  being  conducted  in 
the  enlarged  Clinic  laboratory,  m 
the  former  KBYU  studios  in  Col- 
lege Building.  Used  for  prelimin- 
ary tests  is  a newly  installed  audi- 
ometer which  uses  a pure  tone  ex- 
tending over  the  entire  hearing 
range,  with  varied  ampification. 
Students  with  below  nM-mal  re- 
sponse will  receive  further  testing. 

Following  testing  of  speech  stu- 
dents, facilities  will  be  available  to 
other  departments,  units,  and  clubs 
for  voluntary  testing.  After  volun- 
teer student  tests  have  been  com- 
pleted by  Mr.  Jex  and  student 
clinicians,  the  remainder  of  the 
studentbody  will  be  given  appoint- 
ments. 

It  is  suggested  by  Mr.  Jex  that 
groups  may  schedule  evening 
meetings  at  the  clinic,  for  con- 
venience of  members.  Only  one 
minute  per  student  is  required  to 
determine  hearing  status-  Aiding 
Mr.  Jex  are  senior  clinicians,  Carol 
Whittbeck  and  Tessie  Ballard,  and 
student  clinicians,  Bryce  Spencer, 
Tony  Cristopholus,  Harvard  Jen-  !

Subject:  The  honor  system 


On«  of  the  familiar  theories  of  history  is  that 
similar  problem,  when  presented  to  people  of  a 
milar  culture,  wlU  engender  like  solutions  even 
ough  these  people  may  be  separated  from  one 
other.  The  Honor  System,  as  proposed  by  various 
41egcs  and  universities  in  the  United  States  as  a 
lution  to  the  problem  of  dishonor  on  campus,  is 
I ^xample  of  the  theory  in  action. 

One  of  the  first  to  realise  this  answer  to  a 
'•Oblem  was  The  CX>llege  of  William  and  Mary  in 
'illiamsburg,  Virginia,  who  writes,  "the  system 
«s  been  in  continuous  operation  here  since  it  was 
unded  on  this  campus  in  1779.  We  claim  the 
onor  System  as  one  of  our  priorities."  The  system 
As  co-founded  with  the  school  and  its  continued 
dstenoe  is  a testimony  to  its  worth. 

The  Chairman  of  Sanford's  current  Honor  Codo 
ommittee . sends  a letter  containing,.  "In  1921  the 
onor  Code  System  was  establisihed  at  Stanford- 
rlor  to  that  time  there  had  been  much  discussion 
)out  a means  to  encourage  students  to  practice 
ie  nomial  conception  of  honor  in  academic  work, 
he  Law  School  had  already  begun  their  own 
onor  System  and  it  had  proved  very  effective  in 
ilping  the  students  to  prove  their  trustworthiness 
•ot  long  after  this  time,  1700  other  students,  the 
reater  part  of  the  studentbody,  drew  up  and  sign- 
I individual  petitions  asking  that  the  honor  code 
a set  up  throughout  the  entire  school.  Thus,  in  the 
ear  1921,  Stanfoi^  students  had  an  opportunity  to 
Uablish  and  maintain  their  Honor  Code." 


To  many  teachers  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity nothing,  perhaps,  could  be  more  I>eartening 
than  the  current  proposal  that  the  students  estab- 
lish and  administer  an  honor  system.  To  somp  of  us 
the  only  regret  is  that  the  proposal  has  been  so 
long  in  coming.  For  it  has  seemed  to  us  that  if  ever 
there  was  a school  that  should  have  been  devoted  to 
the  practice  of  the  highest  ideals  of  honesty  that 
school  was  Brigham  Young  University.  By  the 
profession  of  faith  on  which  church  and  school  are 
founded,  we  at  BYU  are  committed  to  a diligent 
quest  for  everything  that  is  "virtuous,  or  loVety, 
or  of  good  report,  or  praiseworthy." 

During  my  work  at  BYU  as  a teacher,  nothing 
has  been  more  humiliating  to  me  than  the  ever 
recurring  coniplaint  that  cheating  in  examinations 
, is  widely  prevalent,  and  that  petty  larceny  in  cloak  ‘ 
auid  dressing  rooms  is  a frequent  occurrence.  It 
has  always  been  embarrassing  to  feel  that  during 
examinations  my  primary  purpose  was  not  to  probe 
my  students  for  information,  but  rather  to  deteCC 
the  wiles  and  techniques  of  th^ir  dishonesty.  When 
t played  volley  baU  or  tennis,  it  was  painful  to  be 
warned  that  Z would  lose  even  my  ever  empty 
purse,  the  symbol  my  profession,  if  I should  leave 


The  University  of  South  Carolina,  Columbia, 
outh  Carolina,  sends  one  paragraph  in  its  Honor 
Tinciple  that  tells  of  a founding  similar  to  that 
f William  and  Mary  College.  It  says,  "The  Honor 
*rinciple  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina  has 
e^n  the  basis  of  faculty-student  relationships  from 
te  founding  of  the  institution.  It  serves  a two-fold 
urpose.  fosters  mutual  respect  between  instruc- 
ora  and  student  and  it  fosters  and  confirms  the 
)nse  of  personal  honor  and  dignity  as  a necessary 
roce.M  of  education." 

Vanderbilt  University,  ffashville,  Tennessee,  has 
JSt  recently  adopted  through  its  studentbody  an 
lonor  Code  and  System.  On  May  23,  1945,  they 
ccepted  the  principle  that.  "All  academic  work  at 
fanderbilt  University  is  conducted  under  the 
(on5r  System."

Prior  to  coming  here,  I had  spent  more  than 
four  year*  as  a student  and  part-time  teacher  at 
Stanford  University,  where  an  honor  system  was 
well  established.  During  that  time  I never  heard  of 
a case  of  cheating  or  of  thieving.  Students  entering 
Stanford  were  quietly  made  aware  of  the  fact  that 
Stanford  men  and  women  do  not  cheat  and  do  not 
steal  Stanford  students  see  to  it  that  the  irregular 
impulses  of  newcomers  are  quietly  but  very  effec- 
tively directed  into  the  ways’of  honesty.  They  act 
on. the  principle  that  loyalty  to  the  Stanford  ideal 
of  honor  Is  infinitely  more  binding  on  them  than 
loyalty  to  erring  "buddies’’  or  to  wayward  fratern- 
ity brothers. 

I cannot  sympathize  with  the. view  that  an 
honor  system  is  a standing  reproach  to  those  who 
habitually- live  above  the  law,  or  that  the  establish'- 
ment  of  such  a system  at  BYU  would  be  an  asper- 
sion on  the  reputation  our  school  enjoys  abroad -- 
where  our  sins  are  not  known.  Such  a view  carried 
to  its  logical  end  would  repeal  all  laws  and  present 
all  reforms.  In  every  society  there  are  always  many 
who  do  not  live  above  the  law,  and  some  who  do 
not  live  in  accordance  with  it.  Against  offenders 
every  self-respecting  society  must  protect  itself. 
To  fail  to  act  against  them  for  fear  of  dispelling 
someone’s  illusions  of  perfection  would  be  as  dang- 
erous to  progress  in  moral  health  as  it  would  be 
encouraging  to  false  pride.  Even  among  people  of 
the  highest  idealism,  good  morals  do  not  come  to 
all  by  a kind  of  spontoneous  generation.  Some  al- 
ways require  the  special  pressure  of  social  regula- 
tions.

The  last  place  Rams  ^ot  hot 
the  next  night  in  the  surprise  up- 
set of  the  week  to  blast  first  place 
BYU  back  into  third  place.  It  was 
a Ram  victory  all  the  way,  with 
BYU  leading  only  once  early  in 
the  game-  The  Rams  held  a 38-20 
, lead  at  halftime.  The  gap  widened 
to  60-40  with  only  four  minutes 
to  go  when  the  Cx^gars  put  on  a 
scoring  spree  that  brought  them 
within  eight  points  as  the  game 
ended.  , 

In  league  standing  BYU  is 
still  ahead  Denver  who  lost 
both  Friday  and  Saturday  to  Wy- 
oming who  climbed  to  first  place. 
Utah  beat  Utah  State  both  Friday 
and  Saturday  which  placed  them 
in  second  place  ahead  of  the 
Cougars. 

The  Cats  were  in  poor  form 
again  Mcmday  night  and  with 
Denver's  Vince  Boryla  setting  a 
new  individual  Big  Six  basketball 
scoring  record  of  39  points  the 
Cats  dropped  their  second  tilt  In 
as  many  games.  The  previous 
record  of  37  points  for  a single 
game  was  held  by  Joe  Nelson,  who 
scored  37  points  against  the  Pio- 
neers at  Springville  last  year. 

Denver  took  an  early  lead  and 
was  only  threatened  once  when 
the  score  was  tied  at  21-21  after 
10  minutes  play.
